ESS than two months of the present

About seven or eight of the plays now billed 
at the West End theatres will survive the 
summer months and be found going in Septem- 
ber, but the total number of theatres in the 
heart of theatre-land is something over ten. 
is different to theatres on the Continent, 
for, with the exception of Paris, every capital 
closes its theatres for the summer months. 


DELIGHTFUL AMERICAN ACTRESS. 
London has fallen at the dainty feet of Miss 


Grace George. She has won every heart, and 
she was accorded a right royal reception last 
Wednesday evening at the Duke of York’s 


Theatre in the play Divorcons. Not only has 
she good looks and winsome grace to enthrone 
her in the hearts of all playgoers, but what 
is rarer still. In the present age, she has 
great histrionic abilities. She can act.!!!! 
Unfortunately, she is not going to stay long 
with us and we shall miss her greatly—more 
especially the masculine portion of us. She 
is supported by actors who are the real thing 
in every way—I refer to Messrs. Richard Ben- 
nett, Mr. Max Freeman and Mr. Frank Worth- 
ing, and every one of the small parts were 
perfectly played.

So Says a Friend of Mile. Modiste Who 
Reviews Stage Costumes For 0d 
Billy Boy’s Readers.

LORA JULIET BOWLEY, who took 

Grace Elliston’s place in the speciad 

engagement of The Lion and the 

Mouse at the Hudson Theatre, is not 

unknown to New York audiences as 
she assumed the role, that of Shirley Rossmore, 
during Miss Elliston’s illness last winter when 
the company was playing the memorable long 
engagement at the Lyceum. Miss Bowley has 
girlish sweetness, natural charms of manner, a 
pleasing voice and she carried off the part 
creditably even sustaining the dificult climax 
in the third act with surprising force and dig 
nity. The difference in the way the two young 
women play the part is more due to contrast 
in personality than in their conception and 
expression of it. 

In an interview with Miss 
dressing-room after the fall of the curtain on 
the last act one evening the past week she 
said: “Il am getting ready for my usual trip 
to Governor's Island after the performance, as 
I wish to spend all the time possible while in 
New York with my brother, Albert J. Bowley, 
who is on General Grant's staff. He is Captain 
of Artillery and we are very devoted to one 
another. It's a comfort to me to be able to 
visit with him, as I have hardly seen any of 
my people since they lost everything they pos- 
sessed in the great San Francisco disaster I 
was with The Lion and the Mouse Co. at that 
time in ‘Frisco (my native city) and was piay- 
ing Kate Roberts, the part now played by 
Marion Pollock Johnson, while understudying 
Gertrude Coghlan (Shirley Rossmore). It was 
the ‘B.’ company. I consider myself particu- 
larly fortunate in my profession as I have not 
been on the stage so very long. I graduated 
from Smith's College in 1004 My stage debut 
was made in a small part with Mr. Hackett in 
The Crisis. Then followed an engagement wit 
The Fortunes of the King, Mrs. De Remus’ 
drama. My best experience was gained, how 
ever, in playing all kinds of parts with The 
Castle Square Stock Company, of Boston; that 
was in the summer and fall of 1905. Leaving 
Boston, I joined the Providence Stock Com 
pany. Last season I played Shirley Rossmore 
en tour with four different actors in the part 
of John Burkett Ryder. They were Arthur 
Byron, Oliver Dodd Byron, Edmund Breese and 
Walter Edwards. It was interesting, for ther 
played it similarly as to general outline, they 
differed so in the minor business and in in 
dividuality that I often found myself studying 
them more than giving attention to my own 
part.”’ 

To my question, ‘“‘How do you like New York 
audiences "' Miss Bowley replied: ‘I like a 
New York audience best of all others."" Then 
hesitatingly, “Of course I must except my own 
San Francisco, poor San Francisco!"’

So many women came 
to my dressing-room in the different towns to 
analyze the character of Shirley with me 1 
love the character better than any 1 have ever 
read and so we'd talk over the philosophy and 
mental attitude of the girl. Many thought she 
lacked affection for Jefferson Ryder, but I don’: 
agree with them. Though filial love according 
to her bringing up and training was the main 
motif of her action, still she is womanly ani 
sentimental as she plainly shows in the last 
act.

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BONNELL’S CONEY ISLAND LET-

HE passing events of the last week at 

and the neighboring resorts afford little 

to chronicle in the way of news of an 

unusual interest. Taken on the whole, 

business seems to be at high tide, al- 
though the very inclement weather that pre- 
vailed here Saturday and Sunday, June 29 and 
30, made those money-getting days rather dis- 
astrous breaks in the Island’s recent good run 
of prosperity. 

Generally speaking, the attendance at this 
great resort has been most encouraging during 
the last month and nearly every big attraction, 
as well as the concessions of lesser note, seem 
to have been getting a liberal piece of the many 
thousands of dollars that are left here every 
week by the immense influx of visiting pleasure 
seekers. 

In local amusement circles the chief and all- 
absorbing topic of talk and conjecture these 
days is the Mardi Gras Carnival, which is ex- 
pected to bring the Island’s merry-making and 
money-getting season to a happy conclusion in 
September. The first affair of this kind ever 
heid in Coney took place last year, and although 
it could not be called a financial success in a 
literal sense, the event proved to be a memar- 
able one, which the natives would like to see 
repeated this year. 

Steps of an important character have already 
been taken to hold another carnival and the 
certainty of the event taking place is under- 
stood to hinge upon the attitude of the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company, which is by far 
the greatest beneficiary of the big Mardi Gras. 
This concern is said to have contributed the 
very modest sum of $500 last year, and unless 
it develops considerable a much more liberal 
spirit this fall, the carnival promoters will 
probably call things off and allow Coney to 
conclude its season in a more modest and un- 
pretentions manner. 

The Coney Island Fall Festival and Mardi 
Gras Carnival Association, as the august body 
of merry making promotors is known, held‘ an 
important meeting June 24, at Clayton’s Pabst 
Loop Hotel, and elected the following officers 
for the ensuing year: President, William B. 
Lake; vice-president, Philip Jolly; secretary, 
Philip Schweikert; treasurer, Henry Grashorn; 
chairman of financial committee, Bert G. Lewis. 

If the Mardi Gras becomes an assured re- 
ality, H. A. Bradwell, of Deluge fame, will no 
doubt again be the official designer and builder 
of the parade floats and will commence work 
at a very early date on this important part 
of the Carnival details. 

While the Mardi Gras proposition is being 
threshed out, H. A. Bradwell, George C. Tilyou 
and a coterie of their neighbor business men 
of Surf avenue, south, are planning a sort of 
carnival on their own hook, so to speak, the 
object of which is to attract the money-spend- 
ing crowds down their way. Recognizing the 
urgent need of a business stimulation in the 
vicinity of The Deluge, Mr. Bradwell and his 
neighboring business associates propose to liven 
things up a bit around their part of the Island. 
To accomplish this a brass band now sounds 
its blatant appeals from an improvised band 
stand in front of The Deluge, while across the 
street and connecting with the Steeplechase 
Building has been stretched a wire upon which 
a high wire walker gives a performance at 
Surf avenue is to be bril- 
liantly illuminated by a generous display of 
incandescent lights at that point, and it is 
hoped that this ballyhoo effort will have the 
effect of attracting the many thousands of 
people who have heretofore seemed to be re- 
luctant to explore the amusement retreats of 
Surf avenue any farther South than Henderson's 
Music Hall. The scheme certainly shows en- 
terprise and should be rewarded with a decided 
increase in public patronage. 


DREAMLAND’S ORIENT. 


One particular point of interest this summer 
in Coney’s big Dreamland Park is William A. 
Ellis’ new spectacular offering, The Orient, 
which comprises The Feast of Belshazzar, The 
Temple of Herod and The Hanging Gardens and 
Circus. These pleasing spectacles hold forth 
behind a great ornate wall, nearly 300 feet in 
length, and which, together with the space 
occupied by Ellis’ End of the World, and 
Hellgate boat ride take up the major portion 
of _—— all the available west side of the 
park. 

The Temple of Herod is devoted to an Oriental 
show in which the Dance of the Seven Veils 
is the one particular feature. Several shapely 
danseueses are employed in this great Eastern 
dance and the star performer of the group is 
Cora Cadwell, who is famous for her execution 
of this great Oriental specialty. 

Notwithstanding the fact that The Orient 
is fairly teeming with fascinating features, 
the one show of all others that is deserving 
of special comment of a favorable nature is 
the Feast of Belshazzar. In this production 
Mr. Ellis has succeeded in giving a masterly 
and faithful portrayal of the Fall of Babylon, 
and the historical events leading up to the 
invasion of the Persian hosts.

It 
matter a whit, whether your yard is 
worth printing, blue penciling or throwing away.

city editor will find the dope available. 

_There are a lot of good fellows trying to con- 
vince some one else they are press agents who 
might get away without being really accused if 
they would

temper their stories with saner 

judgment and offer the editor some slight 
news inducement for running the article. 

Editors are as a rule, men of intelligence, 

{though the man with the rejected story may 

take issue on this point), but it’s a fact that 

hewspaper men are not all dubs, show them 


where they can eyualize the space they donate 
to your stories, by giving their readers some 
thing readable and the exception will be the 
story turned down. 

There is no line of procedure to be sug 
gested; each locality must be bandled in a min 
ner adapted to that particular place, some sto 
ries might be of paramount interest and others 
of waste basket value. It’s for the man who 
wants something for nothing to find out, ant 
that is easy. Read the newspapers of the town 
you intend to play—glance over the editorial 
page, study the policy of the paper, then get 
the faculties together and whack out something 
that will seem to fit in. It’s easy, it’s being 
done by many agents—of course, it’s a botlier, 
takes time and all that but—there’s the answer 
why some agents get $75 per and others are 
being overpaid at $20. 

Treat newspaper men with deference, credit 
them with an idea or tw- on the value of your 
attraction—-~ion’t shove a fist full of cigars at 
the editor, ask him to have a drink, tell him 
he’s the best ever, then spring the two column 
story. Take it easy. Study your man Wateb 
his mood, locate his foibles, get him in good 
humor and then—oh. well the rest follows to 
the chap that knows how.

The Pennsylvania Legislature has 


., enacted a bill, and the governor has 


signed it, materially increasing the 

license fees for amuse- 
Pennsylvania ments throughout the 
Increases State. In first-class 
Licenses. cities the license has 


heretofore been thirty 
dollars per annum; it is now five hun- 
dred dollars; while in the second class 
cities it has been increased to four 
hundred dollars; in cities of the third 
class to seventy-five dollars; and in all 
boroughs and townships to thirty 
dollars. Traveling amusement enter- 
prises may take out an annual license 
for one thousand dollars in any county 
in the state, permitting them to show 
anywhere in Pennsylvania without 
the necessity of taking out extra li- 
censes. 

This last is, obviously, an attempt 
to avoid apparent infringement of the 
Interstate Commerce laws, but, to the 
the observing, it is no more than an 
evasion. There is little doubt that 
the amusement people of the Keystone 
State will test the validity of the new 
law, the full text of which is printed 
on another page of this issue.

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FROM THE BARNUM & BAILEY 
SHOW. 


Aurora, Ill., June 29, 1907. 

The effective advertising done by the three 
billposting brigades was the means of drawing 
a big crowd of strangers to the city from within 
a radius of twenty miles, and bringing a good 
big lot of business for the merchants. 

Although the policy of the Barnum & Bailey 
Management in cutting out the parade was a 
disappointment to many people here, when they 
realize by so doing the show is able to give a 
much better circus performance, they will not 
feel so chagrined and not blame the manage- 
ment. It is impossible for a performer or horse 
to reach a town, show unload, get to the shew 
lot, then parade through several miles of streets, 
get back to the grounds, without being so fa- 
tigued that it impairs the efficiency of the per- 
formers as well as the horses. It is to give 


public a better show that the parade is 
abandoned. 


Upon entering the menagerie tent the first 
thing that attracts the observer are the three 
beautiful specimens of giraffe in charge of 
Keeper G. D. Fuller. Mr. Fuller is very proud 
of his beauties (two male and one female) and 
Says if there are any better specimens on exhi- 
bition in the United States he would like to 
know it. 

The bareback riding of the Meers Sisters, 
Dallie Julian, Josie DeMotte and Carrie Rooney 
came in for a liberal share of applause from the 
vast audiences present. 

The acts of the trained elephants were simply 
wonderful, especially their splendid drilling in 
the three rings. 

The trained seal act, introduced by Captain 
Winsted, entirely new here, was also well re- 
ceived, and came in for its share of enthusiasm. 

The daring and skill of Carl Howelsen’s ex- 
hibition of ski-sailing was an entirely new fea- 
ture; it was simply wonderful, and the audience 
was loud in its praise of the act. 

A year age to-day the Ringling Brothers circus 
exhibited here and had the misfortune to be 
partially demolished by a tornado, almost put- 
ting the show out of business; but exercising 
their usual pluck, they were able to show that 
night in a demoralized tent to capacity. The 
Barnum & Bailey management were congratu- 
lated on having such good weather here, which 
is contrary to the general rule this year. 

The circus men tell me the weather this season 
is the worst ever known in the history of the 
circus business. Even men who have beer in 
the business for years cannot recall a year 
where bad weather, rain, snow and ice and hail 
interfered with the show and brought bad busi- 
ness. The big show lost Lansing, Mich., the 
weather being so bad they did not even stop 
there, but went right on to South Bend, the 
next stand. Watseka, Ill., was also completely 
lost on account of rain, and the matinee per- 
formance at Springfield, Ill., had to be abandoned 
for the same cause, but in the evening they 
were able to give the regular performance. They 
tell me that no one can estimate the vast loss 
to the circus managers over the country on 
account of the unfavorable show weather which 
has prevailed since the opening of the season 
about May 1. During the rainy weather the 
performers, both male and female, put on rubber 
coats and boots and stand it the best they can, 
realizing that it is no use to grumble; the 
worst of it is that it spoils their clothes. 

At Detroit the other day the white workmen 
concluded they did not care to work and asso- 
ciate with the negro workmen employed by the 
circus, and were very positive in their demands 
to the management tbat they should either let 
the negro go or they would quit. P believe after 
a few hours’ deliberation the management agreed 
to the arrangement of the white workmen and 
allowed the negroes to go. I looked carefully 
this evening for an Ethiopian on the ground, but 
did not see any employed by the show. They 
have a colored porter and wife on one of the 
cars, who are highly esteemed by all. 

““Doc’’ Elliott is in charge of about the nicest 
bunch of 400 horses a person will run across 
in many a day, judging by their fine appearance. 
‘“‘Doc’’ and his assistants certainly are proud 
of the horses, both draft and performing, in the 
two big horse tents, and their neat looks show 
good work on their part in the extreme care 
which they take with all the horses. The horses 
and other animals consumed seven tons of straw, 
seven tons of hay, 300 bushels of oats and a 
large quantity of chopped feed to-day at Aurora. 

At the supper table with the writer and Mr. 
Fellows, was Mr. Louis E. Cooke, general agent 
of the show, Charles Andress of ‘‘Route Book’’ 
fame, and others. Mr. Andress, it may not be 
generally known, is quite popular with the fair 
sex; he had four ladies as guests with him at 
the supper table who came out from Chicago 
to see the show. I do not know if Mr. Andress 
is married or not, but he certainly knows how 
to entertain the ladies. 

The way the commissary department is now 
conducted seems te meet with the general ap- 
proval of all the employes of the show, the 
arrangement this year being much better than 
ever before. 

Among those who visited the show were Louis 
E. Cooke, general agent: Charles W. Hayes, 
contracting agent; J. P. Fagan, traffic manager. 
Mr. Cooks was looking well. Some people labor 
under the impression that general agents have 
to work, but Mr. Cooke was taking life easy, 
and the supposition is, he came out to partake 
of one of the sumptuous meals which Mr. Henry 
provides for the employes; at least the writer 
saw Mr. Cooke making a splendid showing as 
to the amount of good food which he consumed. 

s. . Benham, of Elgin, who has not missed 
a circus in fifty years, and has seen the big 
show twenty-one times, took in the show at the 
evening performance and says that.it is better 
than ever. 

At Streator, Ella Bradna had the misfortune 
to slip while going through her daring act, and 
to-day she is bathing a badly cut ankle with 
cold water. 

Mrs. White, who has been wardrobe woman 
with the big show for 
enffering lately with gastritis. She is now 
much better and will soon be fully recovered. 
She is a sweet lady and is well liked by all. 

While at Aurora to-day I had the pleasure of 
meeting ‘‘Dear Mike,’’ who is now located here.

Worcester, Mass., June 20, 1907.

*Earin’ that you might put into print a few 
words about the Bill Show gang, I made a bet 
jest ter see whether this wud get inter print 
in yer admirable publication.

DOLLY VARDEN’S LETTER 


Topeka, Kan., June 30, 1907. 

My Dear “Billy Boy”’:—I came to this city 
ahead of the show. It was so blamed hot that 
I discarded my stockings. For once I realized 
how Sockless Jerry Simpson when he was alive 
in Kansas contracted the habit of going around 
without socks. He even went to Congress that 
way. I will have to remain here over to-mor- 
row. To tell you the truth, I couldn’t stand 
it here longer. Every time I come to Topeka I 
dream of *‘The Death Trail.’’ ‘There are the 
remains of many shows scattered along this 
pathway. 

William Sells is here, at Kansas City and 
Joplin. He is ompipresent. You can’t beat 
him. He has the old Lemon Show, and the 
title of his new circus is to be The Great Sells 
Shows. That has the sound. He was to 
open here July 4, but switched on account of 
the “Ten Big’’ coming in and will now open at 
Joplin July 12. Jere Daily and Bob Terry I 
learn are to be with the new Sells outfit. That 
looks like there was to be warm doings. I have 
carefully watched Billy Sells from a distance. 
He has an ocean of endeavor, a sea of ability, 
and if ever he lands big money behind him 
watch him boom. His strong individuality cre- 
ates a jealousy against him that is fanned into 
a flame of opposition that shipwrecks. I may 
be wrong, but when you are up in a tree it 
looks like some who are fighting him should be 
for him. 

At York, Neb., last Monday, the officials un- 
dertook to hold us up for street parade license. 
Manager John G, Robinson was firm and re- 
fused to be done. We were located out of the 
city limits. The people were told through a 
megaphone to come to the edge of the town 
and they could see the parade. They sure did 
desert the town and it looked like a graveyard, 
The merchants lost money and they said naughty 
things about the mayor and the big policeman 
who were back of the hold-up. The suburban 
parade was a success. The circus tent ‘was 
packed at the afternoon performance. In or- 
der to annoy us, the big policeman turned the 
water off of us, claiming the town would not 
have water in case a fire broke out. The cattle 
in the field smiled at this. The show easily 
hauled all the water wanted. The big police- 
man raised money to put on a free show in the 
town hall at night, in order to keep citizens 
from going to the circus. The Lord was on 
watch. He sent the wind and the rain. The 
town was torn up. Trees were uprooted all over 
the place. It was a dry town in the morning, 
but it was wet enough at night. Billy Curtis 
saw the hurricane coming, and in less than 
seven minutes had the big top with all its 
riggings down and rolled up. Again he was 
voted a wonder. No night show was given. 

Tuesday, June 25, found us at Grand Island, 
Neb., with the sun shining and the country peo- 
ple in by hundreds. The show grounds were 
just beyond a beer garden. The walk through 
the garden was delightful, and the beer on tap 
strengthening. Business was good for the 
circus and the brewery. 

On Wednesday, June 26, we were in Hastings, 
Neb., and the big top was packed twice. The 
day was a beaut. 

Fairbury, Neb., was Thursday, June 27. Fine 
weather and excellent business. 

Our business at Beatrice, Neb., Friday, June 
28, was way in excess of last year. In 1906 
an Indian stury was pulled off here, that the 
newspaper boys of Omaha alone sold 5,000 words 
on. It was handled even by a newspaper in Ma- 
nila. So, Thursday night, a telegram went out 
from Fairbury that the Indians with the circus 
refused to parade and perform and had started 
for Beatrice by way of the turnpike to kill Gen. 
L. W. Colby there, if need be, in order to gain 
possession of Lost Bird, the daughter of Chief 
Little Cloud. The papers interviewed Colby 
and Robinson, and again the wires were kept 
busy. The latest report is that the Indians are 
encamped near Beatrice, and that the Govern- 
ment is going to send the Ft. Dodge soldiers to 
drive them back to the circus. The day at Be- 
atrice was hot as blazes. 


Holton, Kan., Saturday, June 29, gave a big 
attendance at the afternoon exhibition. At 
night a fearful storm came up and the aud- 
ience had to be dismissed. Billy Curtis, as 
usual, kept the canvas in the air. 

The John Robinson Circus nine met their first 
defeat here. Fully 5,000 people witnessed the 
game. The Topeka team won by the narrow 
margin of 1 to 0. Topeka made only four hits 
and the show boys didn’t manage to get a sin- 
gle one. It was a great game. 


Secretary of the United States Tent & Awning

This afternoon the show people held memo- 
rial services over the graves of Judy Plamon- 
don, the well-known clown that recently died 
following an operation for appendicitis; the late 
Allan Sells and all showmen buried here. The 
floral designs were beautiful and many. The 
circus band accompanied. The show people sang 
as the band played Nearer, My God, to Thee 
and I’m Just Beyond the Heights, the latter 
composed and arranged for the occasion by An- 
tonio Olivetto, leader of the Italian Concert 
Band with the circus. Rev. J. Stanley Welling- 
ton, minister with the circus, among other 
things, said: 

“‘We are assembled in this city of the dead to 
recall the past, sanctify the present, and glo- 
rify the future. Earth that contains the pa- 
thetic dust of loved ones is sacred in the high- 
est sense. The body of our departed friend now 
mingles with the clover of the sod, the boughs 
of the trees and the petals of the rose. As 
we stand here in the waving grass, the fleeting 
breezes and the fragrance of the flowers seem 
to whisper to us like his voice in spirit form. 
And who knows but what the dead do speak to 
us in this way, and we, being earthly, fail to 
catch and understand the meaning of the heav- 
enly language? To my mind there is no doubt 
that the spirit of Judy Plamondon hovers near 
and sees and feels and hears the actions, emo- 
tions and words of those who loved him living, 
and love him still. In the world of spangles 
and glitters in the realm of gold and silver, our 
dead will always live in memory. Death never 
touches the shores of remembrance; existence 
reigns supreme there, verdant with the foliage 
of perpetuity. It is sweet to cherish the 
thought of eternity—that we never die, that 
growing weary we simply place our head on the 
bosom of Mother Nature and sink to rest and 
peace. In imagination you can hear the funny 
sayings of our dead friend; they circle the 
globe and are part of the possessions of the 
rosy-hued daughters of laughter on the other 
shore. A better ‘good fellow’ never breathed; 
Judy Plamondon was all that could be asked 
as a son, brother, friend and citizen. Every 
tear that drops upon his mound of clay speaks 
volumes for him; every flower placed there is 
symbolic of his big heart and grand traits of 
character.’’

PENNSYLVANIA HAS NEW LI- 
CENSE LAW.

The following ts a copy of the new theatre 
and circus license law of Pennsylvania, which 
has just received the Governor's signature: 


An Act to amend the first section of an act, en- 
titled “An act to provide for the licensing of 
buildings and other places in which theatrical, 
operatic, or circus performances are held, and 
menageries or museums are exhibited, and 
fixing the price to be paid for said licenses, 
and providing for the licensing of circuses and 
menageries exhibiting in tents and enclosures 
of like character,"’ providing that in cities 
of the first class the owner or owners, or 
lessee or lessees, of a building, the capacity 
of which is less than four hundred persons, 
shall pay thirty dollars ($30.00). 


Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the first 
section of the act, entitled ‘“‘An act to provide 
for the licensing of buildings and other places 
in which theatrical, operatic, or circus perform- 
ances are held, and menageries or museums are 
exhibited, and fixing the price to be paid for 
Said licenses, and providing for the licensing 
of cireuses and menageries exhibiting in tents 
and enclosures of like character,"’ approved the 
twenty-fourth day of June, one thousand eight

CIRCUS CONCESSIONS. 


The Privileges of The Old Time Circus.—Their 
Use and Abuse. 


Whoever discovered the income to be de 
rived from the privileges of a circus must 
have been one of those hustling individuals 
who is ever looking for ‘‘all that there is in it.’’ 
A commendable quality of force and energy 
not to be deprecated. 

The early theatrical manager was not above 
running a bar in the third tier for gain, there 
by putting in the hands of the fanatical oppo 
nents of the drama a club which was indeed 
a “big stick.’ 

To this day all the show world is winning 
out something on the side by the sale of 
librettos, books of the play, photogranhs, stories 
of the play, confectionery, renting of um- 
brellas and opera glasses, and perhaps, sad to 
say may be standing in with the ticket specu- 
lators. 

Leave the shrewd manager alone, he will get 
his; and it is right that he should, for he is 
not in the business for his health or glory. 
Glory does not meet the bills. 

Hyatt Frost, for many years manager of 
the Van Amburg show, used to relate a ju- 
venile experience in an effort to gather in a 
few sixpences and shillings. He would follow 
a cireus with a bucket and glasses and sel! 
lemonade cireys day near the lot. If the man 
ager did not discover him and prevent he 
caught a ride with some kindhearted driver 
of a circus vehicle, and if he didn’t, he man

or owners, or lessee or lessees, of a building or

aged to reach somehow, to the chagrin of 
the manager, whose aim was to grasp every 
sixpence in sight. 

The grand after-concert and the side show 
on the lot were early inventions of the American 
circus marager, who was exceedingly jealous 
of any encroachments upon his domain, and he 
at times was inclined to overstep himself in 
fighting off camp followers who trailed along 
to absorb some of the disbursements brought 
about through the advertisements of the circus. 
But the freetraders were as jealous as the 
pirates of the main and were not easily bluffed, 
although at times things heppened that could 
only have been inspired by ‘“‘the man who 
owned the show;"’ for instance, sometimes the 
peanut wagon of the independent trader would 
suddenly reverse and spill the stock and the 
salesman and this thing would continue until 
the dispenser of the ground-nut would abandon 
the expedition. 

The head of a prominent proprietary medi- 
cine house relates that when he was but a lad 
he was keeping up with a circus and making 
a living by the sale of a glass cutter. It was 
not long before he was discovered at work on 
the street corner making a spiel avd the circus 
manager, ever selfish and jealous, ordered him 
in threatening terms to ‘‘leave the show.”’ 

“IT am not with the show,"’ dcclared the 
not-at-all-afrighted lad, “‘I come and go as I 


no obligations to you, I do not trespass on 
your lot and I secure a license in every town.” 

“But you will have to go,"’ insisted the 
circus manager, “‘if you do not get away from 
the show it will go hard with you."’ 

The mere boy knew what tnat meant. His 
temper was up and he forgot all discretion, there 
was anger in his voice and tears in his eyes 
as he declared: 

“I will be right along with you until the end 
of the seasen, day and date. If you molest me 
in any way I will not fight your hirelings but 
I will kill yqu!”’ 

The lad was in a rage and he spoke and 
looked as if he meant it. The circus manager, 
dazed for the moment, made off as soon as he 
recovered his equilibrium and be sped away as 
fast as his feet could carry him. The youthful 
street salesman was as good as his word. He 
kept right along with the show until the band 
played “Home Sweet Home’ at the last per 
formance. 

When John A. Wood, one of the early circus 
press agents, failed of an engagement in ad- 
vance of a show he kept along with a trick 
and sold some novel and salable ware instead 
of remaining idle and bemoaning his fate. It 
happened one season that he kept along with 
a show the manager and part owner of 
which had been a former chum advance man. 
To his surprise his previous side partner called 
on him at his place of business on the street 
corner, exclaiming: 

“Jobn, you ought to know better than this.” 

Wood had a temper and disposition that were 
in keeping and he spoke his piece emphatically. 

“I know this, that you do not own the earth, 
only one-third of a show. I am not going to 
retire from the universe to accommodate you. 
I am not to be intimidated, understand that, 
and if any harm comes to me you will get a 
thrashing that you will never forget.”’ 

John A. Wood was a plain spoken man, who 
always said what he meant and was capable 
of backing it up. The proscribed street sales- 
man kept right along without molestation. 

These instances of the pernicious activity 
of some notable circus managers are cited 
to show the desire that existed to secure all 
of the loose change dispensed on circus day. 
Later on these aggressive circus magnates 
might have continued their methods in the 
dictatorial control of oil, meats, grain and rail- 
roads. The man with the money is inclined to 
domineer and trample under foot the less for- 
tunate fellow. 

Some circus followers willingly paid the man- 
agers for space on the show ground and ins 
all New England the chap selling boiled oysters 
could always be found, a Johnny on the spot. 

Outsiders were prompt to realize that there 
was money in the circus privileges and their 
enterprise led them to investigate and invest. 
and the owner of the privileges became a fixture 
of the tent show for many years, paying a round 
sum for the season and a liberal advance to 
bind the bargain. 

At the beginning the privilege plan worked 
to the satisfaction of the circus proprietor, 
his duties were manifold and he had enough to 
do to look after the big show and keep track 
of the advance and he found himself rid of a 
burden 
. As time and the show grew apace the scheme 
of disposing of the privileges developed some 
unsatisfactory features. The circus manager 
found that he was no longer fully in control 
of his own show and that the privilege man 
had very much to say and was in the habit of 
saying it. 

When the show arrived in town belated It 
was to the managerial interest to open the 
big show as promptly as possible and let the 
weary, waiting people in, but he could not do 
that against the protest of the privilege owner, 
whe cried: 

“Where do I get off? I must have my chance 
with the sideshow to work the people that 
have followed the parade onto the lot.”’ 

After that the circus manager had to go 
way back and sit down. 

Again, all the privileges brought to the show 
a considerable number of people over whom the 
proprietor of the show had little control, thereby 
exciting a demoralizing influence over his own 
attaches and affecting the discipline of the 
big show. 

Sometimes a privilege man would default 
because of bad business, sneaking out of his 
contract rather than to go into his pocket, or 
fall down through incompetence. To be fair. 
sometimes the boot was on the other leg, and 
the privilege man was the victim of a deal 
all on one side like the handle of a jug 

There was another feature about the leasing 
of the privileges which was objectionable to 
the substantial and reputable circus managers. 
It came to be that shows were fitted out in 
part on the advances received for the privileges, 
putting on the road wesk-kneed outfits that 
divided the business and increased comp tition, 
and competition always meant increased ex- 
pense for the contending show. One miinager 
paid his bills whether or no; the other was 
liable to go to the wall under the pressure of 
opposition, and disaster did not add to the 
good repute of the business. 

While it is true that the 
privileges had all 
is equally true some of the larger show 
adhered to the renting policy. 

Such privilege managers as George B. Iunnell, 
Parks and Davis, Pat Harris, E. D. Colvin 
and James L. Hutchinson leased privilexes and 
benefitted thereby until a comparatively recent 
period 

Sometimes, when there was more than 4 
single owner of a show, a partner would devote 
his attention exclusively to the management of 
these remunet ‘tive side issues. 

James A. hailey, as the managing partner 
of the P. T. Barnum show, solved the privilege 
problem to the satisfaction of himself and his 
associates. Mr. Bailey had had practical ex- 
perience in the running of privileges with the 
late William H. Gardner and he was led to 
believe that the better policy with so large 
a show was to put an expert in charge of 
all «c¢ the privileges and give him, instead of 
a salary, a liberal percentage of the profits. 
In so doing the management held absolute con- 
trol of the big show end all that went with ft 
and at the same time the manager was relieved 
of much responsibility and a world of detail. 

Since the days when Hyatt Frost followed up 
the show witb his lemonade bucket and glasses 
and excited the ire of the circus manager 
the privileges connected with a big show have 
eutered the category of ‘“‘too numerous to men- 
tion.’’ 

The receipts and profits of the privileges of 
the American cireus have permitted the man- 
agers to place before the pubiie the largest and 
best shows in the world. The privileges have 
also required the services of a large number 
of people and the furnishing of employment 
is a benefaction.

It will open at 
Luna Park, Pittsburg, Monday, July 15. 
Flowerland is being produced under the per- 
sonal direction of Max F. Trostler, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, one of the best-known and most suc- 
cessful producers of outdoor spectacles in the 


youth. The story opens as the aged adventurer 
is seen threading his way through the tangled 
everglades of Florida. Overcome with fatigue, 
he stops to seek rest beneath a friendly tree 
and soon drops into a deep sleep. The scenes 
which follow are presumed to describe Ponce De 
Leon’s dream. Suddenly a fairy appears and 
presents him with a brimming glass from the 
fountain for which he has spent his life in 
weary search. He drinks, and the transforma- 
tion from age to youth occurs. Filled with zeal 
and joy, he starts forth in search of adventure. 
Shortly he encounters a monstrous alligator, 
which draws its horrid length along, spreads its 
grinning jaws, and threatens to devour him. 
Ponce De Leon attacks it boldly and with his 
sword severs it inte a score of pieces. Each 
fragment of the dismembered reptile immediately 
becomes animated, revealing itself to the audi- 
ence as a beautiful young woman. In the com- 
pany of these twenty maidens Ponce De Leon 
Leon sets forth from the everglade on a 
journey to Flowerland. On the bank of a near- 
by river the party finds a beautiful floral barge 
and in this they embark to the enchanted land. 
The scenes following reveal Ponce De Leon and 
his attractive retinue entering the land of the 
flowers. He is welcomed by a grand beauty 
ballet, in which forty young women participate. 
This ballet is accompanied by novel and in- 
geniuous effects.

In the winter of 1841-42, 
he organized the Richard Sands & Co.'s Circus 
and visited England in 1842. The active man- 
ager being Enoch Yale, of South East, Putnam 
Co., N. Y¥. The show was finally equipped; it 
remained adroad until the fall of 1845 and then 
returned to the United States, Mr. Sands re- 
maining abroad with his two pupils, Jess and 
Maurice. After a visit to Paris he returned 
to America in 1846, bringing with him his per- 
forming horse, May Fly. On his return he went 
into partnership with Lewis B. Lent. His fine 
horse was a great feature. In the fall of 1852 
he returned to England alone, to perfect and 
perform his act as a human fiy on a slab of 
polished marble. I saw it done afterwards by 
Charles Bliss in the Nixon & Kemp’s Circus in 
Peekskill in 1858. Sands returned to America 
in 1855, when John T. Nathans was taken in 
as a partner, he having bought out the in- 
terest of Gerald Crane, of Somers, N. Y., who 
had been interested in the Sands Show for 
fifteen years. Lent & Co. had on their 
list of performers, Sam Lathrop and Joe Pent-
